With a face that showed no emotion 
and a voice that never g-4ve suspicion 
of terror, with a nerve that few wo- 
men can command and 
only the 
strongest can exhibit,Mrs. George W. 
Helter sat for almost four hours in 
witness chair Tuesday afternoon, and, 
to a sweltering audience of men that 
packed common pleas courtroom to 
its capacity, told tbe story of her rela- 
tions with Judge T. C. Kocbe. She 
was modestly attired, and tbe man- 
ner in which she looked down to tbe 
iocs of tbe little feet protruding from 
her plain blick skirt while giving 
some startling bit of testimony, was 
,be ideal of innocence. 
At other 
times she looked out upon ttw crowd 
or glanced at tbe jury as though she 
would demand what they thought of 
ler action. She was never defiant, 
always answering with readiness tbe 
questions propounded or simply saying 
•L do not remember."She is educated, 
and in language and bearing showed 
t. 
Attorney Rausch, who conducted 
he examination, poured question af- 
ter question from what- seemed to be 
an inexhaustible source. He is care- 
ful aud deliberate, but Iea»es Judge 
Hunter to fight the battles of objec- 
tion. 


Judge Hunt, Captain James, Hon. 
J. C. Adams and Captain Comptoo, 
the attorneys for tbe defense, were 
quiet, but they watched closely everv 
word uttered, and fought sturdily foV 
every objection raised. 
Judge Roche 
sat behind them, and George W. Hel- 
ter sat near bis attorneys with a num- 
ber of relatives at bis side. 


The crowd was perhaps the largest i 
ever seen in the courtroom and forced 
its way inside the bar. As a rule it 
was like all Coshocbton crowds, re- 
spectful and quiet, but at times it- 
broke out and Judge Eason was com- 
pelled to command order.

He said 
iis name was Ruche, and he was an 
attorney here.

I next saw him < 


asked when I expected to join Mr. 
Heller and where 1 expected to live. 
He expressed regret at our moving 
away. I was living then on Second 
street. 


"He waited until I came down 
stairs and be walked with uie u> the 
corner of the bank. He asked if we 
bad our telephone yet. My husband 
bad been away a few weeks at this 
time. He returned the latter part of 
April. He was traveling iu Illinois. 
Missouri and Indiana. 
•'I told J udge Roche we still bad 
our telephone and could not do with 
out it. He did not ask where HIT 
husba d was. Mr. Roche knew he 
was absent. He spoke to me about it 
I next saw Mr. Roche on the street, 
perhaps once a week. I would speak 
tew words to him. We just met be- 
cause we happened to meet. 
"1 called at bis office after he be- 
came probate judge. He telephoned 
me and asked me to stop. I didn't 
stop, but later telephoned him re- 
garrtinga matter of business. He told 
nie to stop and I did. 1 made known 
my errand regarding a loau of uionet 
and he promised to help uie. lie then 
asked about my going west, and said 
.he expenses would not be so great if 
', staytd here, i started to go. He 
id 1 shouldn't be in a hurry, that a 
dozen or more women called at his 
office every day and it was proper. He 
bad something to tell me, he said. I 
emained and he told me the story or 
his life. 
;'He began by saying I have a friend 
and I have his secret. He is a mar- 
led man for over 20 years and is very 
unhappy. During this time he met a 
woman. She is married, and while 
he never spoke to this woman he 
would do anything for her except 
leath. He pictured the home he 
would like to have with rosebushes 
rowing near the door, -you are not 
llustrating your own case are you 1 
asked.* He said yes. He wanted to 
now if I could guess who the woman 
was. I didn't guess, and he said it 
ras me. I told him he was flattering. 
le said, raising his hand, that as true 
as God he spoke the truth and he had 
ct an evil thought in his mind. 
"Hesaid ibis man had often pict- 
red in his mind the home he would 
ke to have with rosebushes around 
ic door. His life was unhappy, he 
said, and as far as the world went he 
ad his wife simply lived as man and 
wife. 
"The next time I saw him be was 


going to Scio college commencement. 
He said he would deliver an address, 
and as he had two tickets he would 
giTe me one if I wanted to go. This 
was at the depot. He showed me a 
ring with t*o diamonds and I said be 
was going to sparkle that evening, 
i 
know Judge Roche's 
wife 
and 
daughter by sight, but I didn't see 
them with him. 


"After the commencement at Scio 
he called at our home Sunday morn- 
ing. He asked my brother-in-law. 
Adam Hoaglaad. for me. We then 
lived on Cherry street near Pine. Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Childs lived In the 
first house, and Mr. and Mrs. Hensel- 
man next." The Guilds have a boy 9 
years old. 
"That Sunday morning he showed 


me a program of the commencement, 
and asked if be could come out to talfe 
with me. I said no. He then said 
he would never stand on the pjrcb 
again. 'I am going home now and 
you will not bear good results from

i me. 
'•I met Boche on the street and had 
occasion to call at his office when with 
tfr.Helter.and a couple of times a'one. 
[ don't know, but perhaps or:ce a 
week, I met him on the street. 
He 
occame the friend of Mr. Helter, and 
was bis legal adviser. That was in 
1897. 
Mr. Roche's office was on Main 
street- 


We first called at Roche's office 
when I signed tbe deed for our prop 
erty in Gnadenbutten. I was there 
>nly a few minutes. I don't remem- 
ber the nature of our conversation. 
I 
met him frequently during the sum- 
mer of his campaign in 1899. 


•'We moved to ^forth Second in ISi'S 
Mr. Roche transacting the business in 
connection with the purchase of the 
property. I didn't go to Mr. Roche's 
office then until Mr. Helter began to 
travel in 1900. Our calls at bis office 
were formal business calls. 
I don't 


enow bow many times I met Judge 
Joche during the summer of 1898. 
When he commencud his campaign he 
rougbt a horse and buggy from Mr. 
Helterand be kept it in our barn. He 
came to our house to get the key, and 
* saw him. Then Mr. Helter gave 
lim a key of bis own. Sometimes mv 
husband was at home and sometimes 
not. I never engaged in conversation 
with him on these visits nor did he 
come into the bouse. 


"He came one day and asked for his 
lorse. I said it was in the bam, and 
ie said it was not. I said I would come 
out and see. I went out, bis horse 
was there. He said be could not see 
the color. 


"One morning I was out emptying 
the ashes and he was hitching up. He 
talked about his campaign. 
"I never had any more conversa- 
tions with him until after Mr. Helter 
left in 1900. He was still George's 
legal advisor. Mr. Heiter didn't en- 
tirely quit business here until he 
went to traveling. Jan. 15.1900. He 
left all bis financial matter, in my 
hands. Mr. Helter told me to go to 
Mr. Roche if I needed advice.'' 


Mr. Adams and Captain James ob- 
jected and it was sustained. 
Captain James formally objected to 
the competency of tbe witness and it 
was overruled. Continuing Mr. Hel- 
ter said: 
"I called at Mr. Roche's office in 
January 1900. and I went for advice 
to the sale of our property. I was 
there a few minutes. We talked"of no 
other matter. I called a few days 
after on matters pertaining to tbe 
transfer. I next saw him one day as I 
was going to tbe telephone office. He 


on the street be- 
fore commencement here, but I don't 
remember bow often. Sometimes our 
meetings were accidental. 
At others

•'The day before c^mrneDcement 
here 1 met him at tbe postoiBce. He 
was standing in the door.

It would make uis day's work 
lighter. I don't remember what I 
said. 


"He asked if I was going to com- 
mencement. I said I didn'tknow. He 
said be had bought two tickets but 
bad given one away, but he wouid 
have been glad to give it to me. 
' I next saw him at the courthouse 
at tbe recorder's office- He came out in 
the hall. He asked why I hadn't gone 
to commencement. I said it was a 
bad evening and I didn't care to go. 
He said bis joy was gone when he: 
found I wasn't there. 1 didn't reply. 
1 came out toward the door and be 
wanted to see me to talk to me. 1 
told 
him I would talk to him 


anywhere 
on 
proper 
occasions. 
He 
then 
told 
me 
some 
more 


of 
the 
sad 
experiences in 
nib 
life. He said, 'Lida, don't trifle wiih 
me. If you want to trifle take some- 
one else. 
I haven't bad so many 
pleasant days that you can afford to 
trifle with me." 
"I don't remember what I said but 
I rebuked him. It was only some flat- 
tery. My husband was in tbe west. 


"'Mr. Roche drove out to our house 
one night and asked m? sister and me 
if we would take a drive, Adam, mv 
brother-in-law, said for as to ga. he 
wanted to taik to the judge. We did 
He came back to the bouse and want- 
ed me to drive down to his home. I 
said no. His wife and daughter were 
not at borne and he said so. He gave 
no reason why he wanted me to go 
home with him. The sueet lights 
were burning. My husband was stili 
in tbe west. 


'•I saw him afterward down town. I 
was going down one Sabbath morning 
wben be joined me. 


"I met him next when I sent for 


him to come to the house the IrfUcr 
part of June. He came about eight 
o'clock. He went into the west room. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hoagland were* in the 
north room. He came out tfl advise 
oae on the method of collectmsr-notes. 
He gave nqe advice He wrote the 
form of letter I -should write to the 
justice at New Castle. 
I wrote the 
letter. I destroyed tbe copy he gav* 
me. 


"We talked in a general way aod he 


took from his pocket a piece 
ry and i&ked uie to listen to 
read it. 


Captain James objected to 
tiiueutof the poem being given be 
cause it did not give tbe substance o 
the poem. Judge Hunter*-argued th 
point wiih him. Mr. Adams KOI mix 
ed up in the coutroi'ereev. but it wa 
too warm to do battle although Cap 
tain James -objected loudly demand 
ing the poem l>e produced. 


Judge Eason reserved bis decision 


but Judge Hunter attempted to con 
vince him the evidence was compe- 
tent. Mrs. Helter sat like a statu 
but her eyes were as restless as eve 
as she looked about tbe room. 


"The poem never came in o mv pos 
session, "continued the witness! "bu 
1 remember parts of two lines. They 
were. 'Wait, your waiting will not be 
in vain: time will bind tbe broken 
links in the chain.' " 


Captain James objected to the lines 
going in but Judge Eason overrule* 
him and an exception was noted 
-Is that all the poetrv she 


asked Attorney Adams and the audi 
ence laughed. 


Judge £ason with his usual consid- 
eration for the jury and attorneys an- 
nounced a recess and spent the" time 
taking counsel with Sheriff Hedge as 
to the best method of handling the 
crowd. When court' re-convened be 
said: "We will do the best we can for 
you this aftei noon but tomorrow we 
must take steps to prevent the crowd 
ing. We will go on with the case- 
Mrs. Helter continued: 
"Tbis night Jud^e Roche had me 


MI on his lap. he ksssed me and invit- 
ed me to take a \ia:t witn him. I saic 
it was nnir for him to go home. 
He 
started toward the door and came 
back, apoiogizicg for what he had 
done. He asked me to permit him to 
come again. I told him he could nol 
if he continued these actions. My 
husband was in the west. 


"He next telephoned me to Mrs 
Henselman's and asked me to call. I 
said no. He toid me afterward he 
stood by the Cherry street school 
building that night and watched me 
playing the piano. He told me who 
was talking. 1 recognized his voice 
"He called a few days afterward to 
talk to me. He stayed an hour or so 
We did not taik business. We talk- 
ed about fortunes and I said Mr. Hel- 
ter had bad his told and was to marry 
again- He said, 
-I don't wish you 
any bad luck but I wish to God he 
would.' " 


This brought out a laugh and Judge 
Easoo called! for order under the pen- 
alty of clearing the courtroom. Con- 
tinuing Mrs. Helter said: 


"He said be didn't love his wife. 
They never talked matters over as did 
Captain James and his wife who al- 
ways discussed their affairs. We talk- 
ed about the diamond nag he wanted 
to give me. I said I wouldn't wear ic. 
He said he would rathei spend his 
money o« me than anv other person. 
1 asKea if I could wear it without Mr. 
Heiter knowing it- fie said he wouid 
teli Mr. Helter he had given it to me 
Oecause Mr. Helter supported him in 
the campaign. I then said I would 
wear it. He talked of marriage when 
he read the poetry. The first night 
he said ha was gome to wait, and ask- 
ed me if I would marry him. I said I 
wouldn't marry any one except under 
honorable circumstances. 
He talked 
about marriage every night be came 
out. 
I don't remember what he said 
about it the second evening. He said 
he could get a divorce from his wife 
any time. He said he didn't think 
my husband was true to me. He said 
Mr. Helter was a traveiinir man and 
there wasn't one out of 50 who didn't 
have their regular places to stop. I 
said Mr. Oeiier muiht be the one. 
"Judge Rrxrhe nude frequent calls, 
as often as two or three times a week. 
H^ came to the hou^e one evening 
about 6:30 and brought the money 
from the justice at Xew Castle 
He 
brought candy and gave it to me. I 
ate come of it aad put the remainder 
on the aiantle. The action that night 
was what brought about this suit 
today."

He visited me 
m all tbe rooms of the bouse down- 
stairs, and a bedroom upstairs. He 
came as late as 9, and one nigbt re- 
mained until early morning."

Mrs. Heller continued: "One night 
serenaders came wben Mr. Bocbe was 
there. He came in at the front door 
and left by tbe backdoor. There were 
people en tbe front steps, and he car- 
ried his coat and bat when he left. 
"I was sick, in September, I think. 
I don't know the cause. Doctor Frew 
attended me. I talked with Judge 
Roche about it. but I don't know what 
it was."

The James boys suc- 
ceeded in getting away after a running 
fight extending over several states and 
took refugo in Mexico, where they re- 
nis:::o<i in hiding for some time. Tl:e 
Younrer !x>ys were immediately placed 
on tr;.nl. pleaded euilty and were sen- 
tenced to the Still water penitentiary 
for life. Bob died in prison, and Cole 
and Jim wore the stripes until ibe oth- 
er day.

Threats of the 
workmen to strike for higher wages 
are believed by many to have been the 
cause of the importation. This U di- 
aled by the officials of the company. 
They declare that th* only rcasou the 
negro** are brought here is that it has 
b«en impossible to secure sufficient 
whit* help to do the work demand- d 
from the Latrobe company by the 
United States Siesl company. 


To the workman still in the factory 


this reason is significant. A paraliel 
was drawn between the pending state 
of affairs in Melrose Park and the 
rumors of the importation of colored 
men to the Pennsylvania works of tie 
steel trust. "They are going to try it 
on the dog out here first." was the re- 
mark made by ons of the workmen. 


For the accommodation of the new 


men long wooden sheds hare been 
erected in the Latrobe 
company's 


yards. There, it Is said, the new men 
will sleep, and be protected should 
there be any uprising against them. 
Directly outside the gate an enormous 
tent has been erected by a saloon 
keeper of Melrose Park who has a 
contract with the Latrobe steel works 
to feed the negroes. 


A big mass meeting was held in 


front of the village halt Residents of 
May wood. Melrose Park and Bellwood 
gathered till fully 3.000 persons were 
in attendance to protest against the 
importations. While no direct threats 
were made, it was prophesied that 
trouble would result. 
A committee 


was appointed to confer with officials 
of the company and an effort was 
made to confer with Governor Yates 
by telephone to see If he would tafee 
some immediate action to prevent the 
importation of negroes. 


Will Enjoin the Strikers. 


Pittsburg. July 24. — The combine 


forces have decided to carry the strike 
into the courts. Judge P. M. Smith of 
Wellsville, O., has been retained by 
Percifer F. Smith, district manager of 
the American Sheet Steel company, to 
prepare papers for presentation with 
In a few days to a federal court, ask- 
ing for a restraining order to stop 
strikers from accosting or molesting 
In any way nonunion men on the high- 
ways. The move promises a crisis in 
the strike. Following this the rumor 
is in circulation that a carload of mec 
will be run into Wellsvilie to supple- 
ment the force now at work. Outsida 
of these incidents the actual strike 
status is unchansed.
